I would have a 
board.of examination seated beside the of- 
ficers of registration and let them decide 
whether the men who come up to vote 
have- any capacity to be monarclis in a 
laud where we arou.il monarclis.

the most awlul foes of the American bal- 
lot-box is popular ignorance. Educate tho 
people, give thorn an opportunity to know 
and understand what they can do. If 
they will not take the education deny 
tnci:i th9 vote. 


Another powerful enemy of this sacred 


chest, the ark of the American covenant, 
tho ballot-box, is spurious voting. In 3580 
in Brooklyn there were a thousand names 
recorded of persons who bad no residence 
hero, and if there wcro u thousand At- 
tempted fraudulent votes in tho best city 
on the continent what may bo expected in 
cities not so fortunate! What a jfi-nnd 
thing is the law of registration 1 Without 
it elections in this country won Id be a furco. 
There must be a scrutiny on this subject 
The law must have the keenest twist for 
the neck of repeaters. Something more 
than slight lino and short imprisonment. 
It is an attempt at the assassination of tho 
Republic when a man attempts to get in a 
spurious vote. In olden times when men 
laid unholy hands on the ark of the cove- 
nant they dropped dead. Witness Uzzali. 
And when men attempt to put uuholy 
hands on the American ballot-box, the ark 
of tho American covenant, they deserve ex- 
termination. 


Another powerful foe of the sacred chest 


is intimidation. Corporations sometimes 
demand that their employes vole in this 
aud that way. It is skillfully dcuc. It is 
not positively in so many words demand- 
ed, but the employe understands he will bo 
frozen out rf tho establishment unless he 
votcu as the firm do. So }'L»U can go into 
villages whore there.are establishments 


with iiumh'i'-is nnd thousands of employes, 
find having Annul out tlio politics of tho 
head men in tlio factory you can tell which 
way t'lC election is going. 
Now that Is 


damnable. If in any precinct of the United 
States a man can not voto as he pleases 
there is somethingaivfully m-ong. 


How do you treat that employe who 


votes differently from what you do? Oh, 
you say you do not interfere with his right 
of suffrage. But you call him into your 
private oilleo, and you flnd fault with his 
work, and after awhile you tell him there 
in an uncle or an aunt or a niece or a 
nophcw that must have that position. You 
do not say it is because he. voted this or 
ihnt way, but he knows and God knows it 
is. If that man has given to you in hard 
work an equivalent for tbe wages you pay 
him you have no right to ask any thing 
else of him. He sold you his work; he did 
not sell you nis political or religious prin- 
ciples. But .you know as well as Idothere 
is sometimes ou that sacred chest, the ark 
of the American covenant, a shadow cor- 
porate or monopolistic. 


I do not wonder at the vehemence of 


Lord Chief-Justice Holt, of England, when 
lie said: "Let tbp people v_o.te_ falrjy^ _In-

•well for it." No shadow plutocratic or 
mobocratic or capitalistic. 
Every man 


voting his own way—God and his1 own con- 
sclencetae only dictator.

You know something of. the hundreds of 


thousands of dollars that were expended 
to carry Indiana in 18SO. You know some-

Bribery Is one of tho disgraces of this 
country. 
And thcrs will be more money 


used in bribery in this autumn's election 
tban in any previous election, 
It is often 


the case that a man is nominated for 
office with reference to his capacity to 
provide money for the elections, or witli 
reference to his capacity to command 
monoy from other?. You know tho names 
of men who have at different times gone 
into the 
gubernatorial 
chair or con- 


gressional ofQco, buying their way all 
through. 
I tell you no 
news. 
Your 


patriotic heart has been pained again and 
agnin with It. 


Very often .It is not monoy that bribes, 


but it is office. "You make me Presi- 
dent and I'll miiice you n Cabinetoflli-er; 
you aiako mo Governor and I'll i£iiko ;pou 
Survcyor-Generul; you innlco me mayor 
and I'll put you on tne water board; you 
give me position and I'll give you posi- 
tion." That is the form of bribe often and 
often in these great cities. I do not say it 
is so In our city, but you know again and 
again throughout the land these have 
bycn the forms of bribe offered.

vith pledges, nnd the man who goes to Al- 
bany or to Washington to got an of.lco is 
applying for some position which was 
givoa uway three months before the elec- 
tion. Two long lines of worm fence, one 
worm fence reaching to Albany and tlio 
other to Washington, and there a great 
many citizens astride tlio fence, and they 
are equally poised, and they are waiting 
to see on which side there is most emolu- 
ment, and on thia side they got dc\vn. But 
bribery kielcs both ways. It kicks tho 
man that offers it and tho man that lakes 
it. Bribery to-day you will admit to be one 
of the mightcst foes of tho American bal- 
lot-box. 


Another great enemy of thai sacred chost 


is defamation of character. Can you -llnd 
out fiom tho newspapers when two men 
are running for oilleo which is the best! 
How often in the autumnal elections the 
good man is denounced and the bad man 
upplauded, so that you can come some- 
times to no just opinion as to who is tho 
best man, and there are hundreds and 
thousands of electors who go up to voto 
so utterly befogged they know not what 
they do. Is not that u fearful influence 
to bo brought upon the ballot-box nf this 
country? It has boon so ever since the 
foundation of this Government.

Washington. 


John Quiucy Adams declared t'.iat ho 


was solaced in regard, to the scandals and 
the anathemas inflicted upon him'by the 
fact that his father, John Adams, hud to 
po through the same process, aud John 
Quincy Adams declared ho really thought 
in that.present election thero were men 
wbo gave their, entire time to manufactur- 
ing faisehoods in regard to him. Martin 
Van Bureti was always pictorialized as a 
rat 
Thomas H. Bcnton and Amos Ken- 


dall were always pictoria'.ized as robbers 
with battering-rains breaking in the door 
of the United States Bank. 


On the day on which Thomas Jefferson 


was inaugurated President of the United 
States, March 4, 1301, tho following ap- 
penrod in the Sentinel, of Boston:

Jackson was running for President of tbo

Hooded with coflln handbills—pictures of 
six dead men, in allusion to the six de- 
serters whom Andrew Jackson had had 
shot—and a'.I tho pictorials of those times 
represented Jacksoa as taking his office 
from tho hand of tho devil. 


I saw at PuHn-Bay, O., in a museum, a 


prominent paper of 1844, which spoke of 
Henry Clay ns a gambler, a libertine nnd 
a murderer, and the manner in winch ho 
was defamed and the outrages which were^ 
heaped upon him may bo well guessed 
from Mr, Clay's eulogy of his native State, 
Kentucky. Ho said : "Wbeu I seemed to 
be assailed by all tho rest of tho world she 
interposed her broad 
and impenetrable 


shield, repelled the poisoned, shafts that 
wero aimed for my destruction, and vindi- 
cated my good name from every malignant 
and unfounded aspersion."
